TOKYO, May 10—Japan’s rising 
| tide of labor unrest today moved 
the government to take action to 


check an epidemic of strikes. 

After minor clashes, climax of 
series of disputes affecting Tokyo's 
transport system, police arrested 
many leaders of men employed by 
the municipally-owned motor bus 
service. 

The government has been seri- 
ously harassed by labor difficult- 
ies since assuming office three 
months ago. The home office an- 
nounced there had been 704 labor 
disputes involving 63,000 workers 
| during that period. 
| Rising living costs coupled with 
unusual prosperity in certain 
branches of industry—notably those 
making munitions—are factors 
the labor unrest
